Secretary of State Dean Rusk and 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara that ratification of the 
limited test ban treaty would be 
in the best interests of the Unit- 
ed States. 


The treaty would prohibit nu- 


clear testing in the atmosphere, 
in outer space, and under water, 
but it would not bar continued 
testing underground. 


One, of the questions some sena- 


tors have raised is whether the 
treaty would seriously handicap 
U.S. development of missile de- 
fenses. 


Seaborg said "it appears tech- 


nically feasible 
to test 
under- 


ground up to several hundred kil'o- 
tons and perhaps, with more ex- 
perience and greater ingenuity, to 
even higher levels." 


"This would permit a wide 


range of development including 
complete development and proof- 
test of warheads for batllcfield, 
air defense, antimissile, and anti- 
submarine use." 


He also said that "promising 


applications of nuclear explosives 
for peaceful purposes will be de- 
veloped and demonstrated under 
the treaty."

ton, rice and soybeans still show 
good 
prospects 
throughout the 


Delta area. 


Pastures are extremely short in 


the northwest and in some west 
centra!1 counties and are inade- 
quate in some other sections. But 
grazing is mostly adequate 
in 


soulh Arkansas and in east cen- 
tral Delta areas. Forced market- 
ings of cattle were heavy in the 
northwest last week. 


More than half of the state's 


weather states reported a trace 
or less of rain last week. The 
only rainfall of consequence was 
in a narrow band from Fayetle- 
ville lo Hot Springs. The heaviest 
total was 1.5 inches at Dardanelle.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— The 


House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee voted today for an income tax 
rate slash estimated by the Tens- 
ury to average 15',i> per cent for 
most taxpayers. 


The Treasury's latest proposal 


on individual tax rates, ranging 
from 14 to 70 per cent, was ac- 
cepted for inclusion in a bill the 
House is expected to act on by 
early 
September. 
The, present 


range of rates is 20 to 91 per 
cent. 


The committee recessed before 


taking vip the corporate rate ques- 
tion. The Treasury has recom- 
mended a reduction from 52 to 48 
per cent in this field. 


Also approved today was the 


timing suggested by the adminis- 
tration—two-thirds of the indivi- 
dual rate reduction to go into ef- 
fect Jan. l, 1904, and the remaind- 
er a year later. 


The committee defeated by one 


vote—13-12—a Republican motion 
that would have made the second 
part of the cut depend on holding 
the public debt to a specified 
limit.

owned by Captain Tom Haley. 
Dan Secres' dam was Mary Cook 
by Printer, which last went direct 
to imported!' Janus, a four-mile 
horse on the English turf. 


Janus was, apparently, a horse 


greatly prized. In a book Mr. 
Waggoner's foreman had shown 
me—brought out in fact for that 
very purpose^—it said (I copied 
this down): 


"Imported 
into Virginia from 


England in 1752, a chestnut foaled 
in 1746, he died the property of 
J. Goode, Sr. in Meckl'enburgh 
County in 1780 at the age of 34 
years. He was a son of Old Janus 
(by the Godolphin Arabian) out of 
a mare by Fox. One of the great- 
est stallions ever imported to this 
country and held by many to have 
been unquestionably the great- 
est. On the English turf he had 
been called Little Janus and stood 
14 hands three-quarters inch. He

and was 'remarkable for round- 
ness of contour, strength of artic- 
ulation, and indicating great pow- 
ers in his whole conformation.' 
His stock partook of these quali- 
ties in an eminent degree and, for 
30 or 40 years were considered 
a 'peculiar' stock, as they unvari- 
ably exhibited even in the third 
and fourth generations from the 
old horse the same compactness 
of form, strength and power. The 
Janus stock have exceeded all 
others in the United States for 
speed, durability and general! uni- 
formity of good form." 


The Waggoner horses, 
as I 


have already mentioned, were de- 
scribed to me as having been bred 
in speed crammed blood] - lines. 
Rocky Mountain Tom was ru- 
mored to have twice defeated the

ERE ARE some motoring tips and hints 
tor our lady customers only. The in- 


formation isn't technical. But it's impor- 
tant information that could save you time 
and trouble. 
1. What to do if your car won't start. 
First, check fhe obvious. Do you have 
fuel? (If you have run out, don't feel too 
bad—over 5,000 motorists do it every day.) 


If you have an automatic transmission, 
is the gear selector lever at exactly the 
right spot? Clieck—and make sure. 


It's also a good idea to push the acceler- 
ator pedal all the way down—and release 
it quickly—just before you attempt to 
start. Now, try the starter again in bursts 
of 2 or 3 seconds. Still no go? Let your 
engine rest for three or four minutes. Try 
once more—this time with slightly longer 
bursts. If your engine still balks, give your 
Shell dealer a call. 
2. How to recognize carburetor icing 
stalls—plus a tip to help prevent them. 
This ever happened to you on a damp, 
chilly day? Your car starts promptly. You 
drive a short distance to the first stop sign 


— and you stall. You have no trouble re- 
starting. But, at the next intersection, you 
stop—and stall again. Then, the stalls dis- 
appear—just as mysteriously as they came. 
That's a typical case of carburetor icing. 
If your car has this trouble, try Super 
Shell gasoline. One of its 9 working in- 
gredients is an anti-icer that fights car- 
buretor icing stalls. 
3. In a lightning storm, your car is one 
of the safest places you can be. So don't 
be terrified if there's lightning all around 
you. When the rain starts to fall, slow 
down and proceed with care. If the rain 
pours down so hard that you can't see 
well, pull all the way off the road and 
wait until the storm lets up. Nute: if you 
must stop, don't park under a tree or on a 
surface that could bog you down. 
4. An important warning that your 
brakes can give you—and what to do 
about it. When your car is standing still, 
push down on your brake pedal. Does the 


pedal feel "mushy" or sink slowly to the 
floorboard? If so, there's trouble in your 
car's hydraulic braking system. See your 
Shell dealer right away. 


5. How to avoid being locked out. Tape 
an extra car key on some secret place out- 
side your car. It must be reachable—even 
if all your doors are locked. 


Another tip to save fuss and bother: 


carry some dimes in a sealed envelope in 
your glove compartment. They could 
come in handy—for use in a roadside pay 
telephone —should your car act up. 
6. What to do in case of emergency on 
a highway, If you have a flat tire, or if 
something mysterious goes wrong with 


your car, pull all the way off the road. 
Raise the hood. Tie a handkerchief—or 
something white —on the door-handle 
nearest the road. These arc distress sig- 
nals on virtually all roadways. Stay near 
your car but back from the road. You 
should have help before long. 


7. How to cut the chances of a break- 
down almost in half. The American 
Automobile Association reports that flat 
tires, weak batteries, and faulty electrical 
systems account for 45 percent of all car 
breakdowns. Your Shell dealer can help 
you keep these things from causing trou- 
ble. Let him check your car regularly.
